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This Lufher fhewed hes love to the King, in furnithing one 
of the Kings Commiffioners’ with a referable Horle and a Sade 
dle, the beff that he thought fit for him, : 

Thw Order being iflued out, be was had to Prifon; and 
there wxcivilly lock’tupina little hole, where another mans 
Wife was, who was there for fa’/e acculing of ber. Husband, 
(what work ye maks, who care not how gow abufe the /nno- 
cent) and on Nqiens day of the nexc week, be was had 

out, and putupona Horfe without pels or Halter in hes 
hand, having nothing to hold by, but the pummel of the 
Saddle, one leading the Horfe, and ¢wo guarding bim.on each 
fide, as fome notorious offender, from Town to Town, and

ver, where a wicked Conftable came with a Warrant and 
fetch’t away a poor old mans Heifer, (who had little to men- 
tain him) for three pound five fhillings fine impofed on him 
by a fine of five fhillings a day for not hearing their Teacher, 
which Wis a horrible oppreflion, five times worfe then the 


Bithops Law, which is but one fhilling a day for not coming 
to hear their Common Prayer. 1 being prefent, asked him, 


Who made that Warrant 2? He faid, The Treafurer, Perer 
Coffia. Buthe readitinhis Majeflies Name: asked him) 
Who was that Majefly?, Hefaid, ‘The King. ° Then’faid I, Jz 
the Kings Name reftore the poor man his Heifer, for he hath 
made no fuch Law, Buthewould not; fo I-went to Peter 
Coffia the Treafurer, and I cleared my Confcience to him; 
and rold-him, That he had done contrary to Gods Law, and the 


Kings Law,in taking away the poor mans Cow, for that the King — 


had fent tothem, That their Church-members hould not make 
Laws by themfelves, excluding others. “He told me,- That he 
vould take away more yet; But the Lord topped himin that 


purpofe, From him I went to Richard Walden the Magiftrates 


towhomI faid, Yefferday thou and thy Wife were at a Faft, and 
today a poor mans Cow ts taken away in his Mazefiies Name by a 
Warrant ; 1 asked him,If b> made that Warrant 2 He {aid,No. 
J {aid, Then make a Warrant to fetch her again, Buthe an- 
Iwered, If Thad aCow, he wouldfetch her, I faid, Zt was 
contraryte Gods Law, and tothe Kings Law, Then faid he,

it homes asibiu fayeftit the Devils Law, fo fay I, for thon 
haft faid it. Then I bid him repent and turn from thofe wick- 
ed Laws and wicked A@ions, or elfe God would cut them 
off. “From.him [went back again to the Conflable, andbad 
. | : : him 
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him reftore the poor man his ley for he did not as he 
would be done by. . But he anfwered, If the AZag:/frate com- 
mandedihim to take away the mans life he muftcoit. So you 
may fee \vhat Law thefe men act by in perfecuting the Jult, as 
Walding {aid himfelf, Iris the Devils Law, Soa company of 
— blood-thirfty men they are; both Priefts, and Magiftrares, and 
~ Conftables, andallin Authority by themy ac allin cruelcy 5 
for not onely I, but many of our Friends have fuffered deeply 
by them; and when they have been laying their cruel and 
bloody ftripes on the backs of the Innocent, (who being fu- 
ftained by the Power of God, and carried through their cruel- 
ty with fo much patience and chearfulnefs, as nor to flinch or 
cry out at their cutting and unmerciful ftrokes) fome of their 
Perfecutors have faid, The Devil was fo got between the Skin 
and the Fle{h, that they could mot feel, So bruittth and favage, 
hard-hearted and cruel are ye, O Profeffors of New England, 
From thence I returned again to Boffow, and was moved of 
the Lord to go to their publick Meeting, and they abufed me 
much whilft I ftood there, though Ifpake nothing.

for it might have coft me my life in a dangerous Journey I 
had to go without my Horfe, with another Woman Friend 


which was big with Child.

"¥ YPon a LeGture day at Boffon in New England, Iwas much 
UU prefled in Spirit to go into their Worflip-hozfe amoneft 
them,where.I ftood filent-until the man had done Preaching, 
.then my mouth.was opened to the people with a word of Ex. 
hortation, bit through the violence of fome of the People, 
was haled to Prifon,from whence about three hours after, they 
fetched me out to the-Court, where I.was examined,and fo re- 
sturned to Prifon again until the.morning, and into the Court 
‘I was brought again,where they had drawnupa Paper againft 
me,as chey thought of what I had. {aid the day beforesand they 
faid, Come thou Vagabond,and hear-this Paper read with two 
Witneffes, their hands to it, for we will handle thee; And I 
Said, Read on; where I flood until they had done ; And they 
asked me, Whether I owned it or no ;-And I faid, Yea ever 
word, and would make st good by found proof, if I might have li- 
bertyto {peak, But they cryed, away with him, and fome took 
me by the Throat,and would not fuffer me to anfwer to it, but 
hurried me down ftairs to the Carriage of a great Gun which 
ftocd in the AZarket place, where I was Rtript, and tyed to the 
Wh-el,and whipt With ten ftripes,and then loofed,and tyed to 
the Cares tayl, and whipt with ten more to the Towns end ; 
and at Roxberry ac Carts tayLwith other ten; and at Dedham, 
at Carts tayl, wich ten more, and'then fent into the Woods. 
And anothertimein my travels, I came toa Town called 
Medfield in New England, in Bofttons Furifdiion, andI could 
not geca Afzeting,and it being the firlt day of the week,when 
the Prieft had done, and the people came forth into the treet 
where I was flanding waiting upon the Lord, thefe words ran 
through me, Ob Earth, Earth, Earth, bear the Word of the

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Lord, With fome more oa but my mouth was prefently 
ftopt with a mans hand, and feveral fore blows I received a- 
mongft chem, and after that, they carried me back again to 
the Stocks, but they ftanding by the Worfhip-houfe, they 
would not let me fit in.them there, but took them up upon 
their Shoulders, and carried themundera Hedg, and put me 
in them tvo hours, where I had good fervice for the Lord, 
and the next day I was whipt at Dedham at Carts tay! with ten 
ftripes,and the day following atAZedfeld with ten ftripes more, 
and {ent away into the Woods.
